REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A review of applicants' arguments in amendment filed on September 3, 2004 
and a review of the instant amended claims has convinced the examiner that the claims 
are allowable over the applied prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest 
that the light ray blocking apparatus comprises a plurality of polarized films peelably 
connected together in a stack by a first layer of adhesive positioned between adjacent 
films; that the film stack is connected to a transparent medium by a second adhesive 
layer; that each film has polarization apertures of various sizes, angular orientation and 
unique tint level; and that the plurality of said films provides for selective opacity level by 
peeling off respective ones of said films. Also, no evidentiary support could be provided 
to support the position that the instant claimed invention would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art.
